A Grant County couple who were 
two of Kentucky State Police’s Most 
Wanted have been arrested on abuse 
charges. 

Donald and Debbie McDaniel of 
Williamstown turned themselves in to 
the Grant County Detention Center on 
Feb. 12 and were lodged in jail. 

Donald 
McDaniel, 66, faces 
six counts of sexual 
abuse and three 
counts of criminal 
abuse. 

Debbie 
McDaniel, 55, has 
been charged with 
three counts of 
criminal abuse. 

A Grant County 
grand jury indicted 
the couple Jan. 16 
on the charges and 
law enforcement 
authorities had 
been looking for 
them on warrants 
for their arrest.

Most Wanted List.

It’s ‘Your 
Turn’to 
speak up 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet is looking 
down the road as it plans for the state’s future trans¬ 
portation needs. 

And, the KTC needs your help. 

KYTC officials are in the initial stages of updat¬ 
ing their 20-year long range transportation plan and 
public input is needed. 

In determining the transportation needs for all ar¬ 
eas of Kentucky over the next two decades, the updat¬ 
ed plan will consider changes in communities, freight 
movement, financial resources, economic develop¬ 
ment, rural and urban transportation, the environment 
and other transportation issues. 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet has designed 
and will widely distribute a confidential public survey 
to gauge the transportation expectations of all those 
who travel the state as part of the planning process. 

The “Your Turn” survey continues through Feb. 25 
and includes 19 questions concerning demographics, 
transportation needs and desires and funding options. 

Information about the survey has been published 
in the Grant County News and Grant County Express 
in the past few weeks, yet only 84 local residents have 
completed the survey. 

That’s a pretty pathetic turnout so far, but there are 
a few days remaining. 

The survey only takes a few minutes and will al¬ 
low your voice to be heard. 

Just like it is hard to complain about elected of¬ 
ficials when you do not vote, if you don’t speak up 
now, your future complaints about traffic or narrow 
roads will likely fall on deaf ears. 

Once the survey period is complete, the responses 
will be tabulated and analyzed with the results of the 
survey shared with the members of the long range plan 
team, a statewide stakeholder group and the public. 

The desired completion date for the plan is early 
2014.

D uring 
January, 

2013, our 
nation’s leaders 
managed to employ a 
temporary fix for the 
‘fiscal cliff’ facing the 
nation. While their 
action pushed the 
deadlines down the 
road a bit, there are 
many difficult decisions 
yet to be made relative to the federal 
budget. 

These decisions, though made in 
Washington D.C., will have the 
potential to dramatically impact our 
local schools and the future of the 
children and youth of Grant County. 
The board and administration of 
Grant County Schools want to share 
some thoughts so our citizens may 
be informed and prepared. 

The majority of funds used to 
operate public schools in Kentucky 
come from three sources which 
include the state of Kentucky, from 
local revenue and from federal 
dollars (typically attached to 
specific, mandated federal 
programs). 

Public schools in Kentucky have 
received fewer dollars from the 
state over the past several years. 
The cuts, necessitated by state 
budget deficits, have come in many 
forms and have grown in amount 
and scope each year. This year 
alone Grant County Schools 

received $773,358 LESS than we 
received four years ago. 

Local funding comes from 
property, utility and motor vehicle 
taxes. 

The Grant County Board of 

Education sets those tax rates after 
careful consideration of: 

a. ever-increasing expenses; 

b. ever-decreasing state 

revenues; 

c. the impact on families and 

property-owners in our community, 
and most importantly,

d. how our school district can 
best meet the needs of our students. 

Our board and district personnel 
have been extremely frugal, 
tightening our belt in various ways 
to avoid, to the best of our ability, 
raising taxes on our local community. 
At present, the tax rate for properties 
supporting Grant County Schools is 
52.9 cents per $100 
property valuation. 

This is the lowest tax 
rate of the 18 school 
districts in Northern 
Kentucky. 

Over the same four 
years in which, we 
have been enduring 
revenue decreases 
from the state and 
increased costs of 
everything from 
gasoline to health 
insurance, our board 
has voted to increase 
local property taxes 
only at the 
“compensating rate” - 
meaning that we 
sought only to receive 
the same dollar amount locally 
from one year to the next. To best 
illustrate the bargain property 
owners have in Grant County 
Schools, the chart below compares 
property tax rates from several local 
districts over the past four years. 

Now, with the threat of the 
federal fiscal cliff, schools stand to 
take another financial blow. The 
projected cut in federal funds for 
Grant County Schools in just the 
first year is $190,000 plus. Cuts 
such as this, will have an impact in 
the services Grant County Schools 
will be able to provide students. As 
always, every effort will be made to 
make decisions that have the least 
negative impact on our students, 
but there will be noticeable 


reductions in service for which we 
must prepare our community. 

Whether it is cuts in education 
funding or continued government 
spending, which contributes to the 
ever-growing mountain of national 
debt, our children’s future is at 
stake. It is our hope that our 
lawmakers can find a responsible 
solution to this 
dilemma that will 
reduce spending in 
less critical areas and 
avoid risking the 
future of our children 
and the long-term 
competitiveness of 
our community and 
entire country. 

Please join Grant 
County Schools in 
urging Kentucky’s 
entire Congressional 
delegation to work to 
achieve a solution 
that best ensures a 
bright future for our 
students.

Early action on major legislation 


I n a 30-day “short 
session” like this 
year, it’s difficult 
for both chambers of the 
general assembly to fully 
consider all the bills that 
have been filed. However, 
over the last two weeks, 
the Senate has taken early 
action on major legislation, 
giving the House more 
time to act on those bills. 

The Senate passed 
important bills addressing 
the state’s General Fund 
debt, economic 

development, healthcare, 
and school safety. 

As Kentucky continues 
to add more debt than it 
pays off, Senate Bill 10 is 
an effort to rein in the 
state’s rapidly growing 
debt by capping it at 6 
percent of revenues. 
Hopefully, this will 
improve the state’s bond 
rating, or credit score. The 
measure excludes debt for 
the Road Fund, 
universities, the Kentucky 
Housing Authority, and 
other agencies not using 
the General Fund. 

Senate Bill 50, 
legislation that would 
establish a framework for 
industrial hemp farming if 


the crop is legalized by the 
federal government, was 
approved by a 31-6 vote. 
Since Kentucky’s climate 
is ideal for hemp, the crop 
is an alternative for 
tobacco farmers, with the 
economic benefit of jobs 
from the production of 
goods made from hemp, 
including cars, clothes and 
cosmetics. 

As the Senate continues 
to look for ways to boost 
job growth in the state, 
legislation was passed that 
would make it easier for 
physician’s assistants to 
work in Kentucky. The 
measure would change 
credentialing standards to 
more closely match those 
of surrounding states. The 
Senate hopes this would 
encourage more 

physician’s assistants to 
stay in the Commonwealth 
to provide much-needed 
health service to 
Kentucky’s citizens. 

Another healthcare 
measure passed this week 
was Senate Bill 3, 
legislation that would 
permit religious ministries 
that allow members to pay 
one another’s medical bills 
to operate in Kentucky as

an alternative to traditional 
health insurance. This 
Christian-based medical 
needs sharing program has 
helped hundreds of people 
in our state afford health 
insurance. 

Lastly, based on 
recommendations from 
the Kentucky Center on 
School Safety, the Senate 
unanimously passed 
legislation that would 
require schools to establish 
an emergency plan, 
conduct emergency drills 
twice per year and share 
the school diagram with 
local first-responders. 
Additionally, schools must 


submit an annual report to 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education. This 
measure is a low-cost 
approach that may go far 
toward keeping our 
children safe. 

All these bills now 
move to the House for its 
consideration. If you have 
any questions or comments 
about the issues or any 
other public policy issue, 
please call me toll-free at 
1-800-372-7181.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Pul late winter pinning 
on your to-do list 

I n a fit of gratitude, I made a list of the things 
I loved about my life the other day. I 
managed eight solid things, none were 
frivolous and one prompted the whole exercise: I 
love warm February days. This beautiful February 
day set into motion a productive weekend. It felt 
so good to get some good old-fashioned garden 
clean up done with my husband by my side and the 
sheep grazing freely about. It makes you feel 
optimistic about the rest of your life. 

Andy tackled the orchard and I managed to clear 
out all the old blackberry canes before tackling a 
few perennial beds together. There is still more to 
be done but the momentum has begun. So, as you 
search for your late winter motivation to get 
moving in the garden consider these chores. 

Late winter is a good time to prune because the 
tree or woody ornamental is essentially dormant. 
Late February is ideal because this is the point in 
the season when many plants are close to coming 
out of dormancy; their juices are beginning to flow 
and a particular enzyme in some species allows for 
the plant to heal-over pruning wounds a little more 
efficiently. Not to mention the fact that insects are 
emerging from the places they sought winter 
protection (in our dogwoods, white pines, fringe 
trees, orchards or the like) instead of looking for 
easy entries into trees with fresh cuts. Do you get 
the logic? 

Also, the harsh winter 

weather should be behind us 

but Mother Nature is not 

known for her obedience. 

With milder temperatures 

around the corner and the 

fact that trees are still 

dormant, pruning conditions 

are perfect. If you set to the 

task of pruning any of your 

woody ornamentals in the 

next several weeks, however, 

make sure that you prune

prune spring bloomers like 

lilacs you will remove the 

buds that have already set on 

the plant. You want to prune spring bloomers right 

after they have finished blooming. Prune out dead 

wood of all plant material, regardless. Insects and 

disease love dead wood and you open your tree or 

ornamental up to infestation if you don’t remove 

it. 

Sculpting and pruning 

Pruning helps trees stay healthy by removing 
any dead or diseased wood; and by thinning 
branches out you increase the amount of air 
circulation and light that filters through the tree. 
Aesthetically, pruning allows us to sculpt our trees 
to the desired shape and maintain their size. 

Prune out branches that grow inward or those 
that are rubbing against other branches. Limbs that 
get in the way of riding lawn mowers as you mow 
around the tree should be removed because if you 
damage these limbs during mowing it will open the 
tree up to disease. Limbing-up trees as they grow 
helps the tree maintain a vase shape and is a 
relatively easy chore if you keep up on it every 
other year or so. 

When making a pruning cut, arborists 
recommend that you leave the branch collar because 
this collar actually forms a protective barrier 
against insects and disease. The branch collar is 
the small raised area on the trunk of the tree from 
which each branch emerges. These collars are 
obvious especially after a tree has healed. Look to 
other professionally pruned trees for what this 
healing effect looks like. You will see a circular, 
raised and rounded type of scar that neatly forms 
around where a branch has been removed. 

For larger limbs that need to be removed with a 
hand saw or chain saw here is an important tip. 
When you make your first cut do so from the 
underside and only cut about half way through the 
limb. Make your second cut about an inch out from 
here, leaving about eight inches of the limb left. 
Now that the majority of the limb is removed you 
can safely make your final cut up to the branch 
collar. If you make only one cut you risk the limb 
falling on you or the bark ripping down the trunk 
from the underside of the cut. This has happened 
to most of us at least once and again, it opens the 
tree up to insects and disease.

Men, tongues 

I n my defense, I had just come from undergoing a 
medical test done under sedation, which may or 
may not have loosened my tongue. 

Whatever the reason, I said something that 
embarrassed my husband. 

We had stopped at a local restaurant for a burger. 
I ordered the thickest, beefiest, cheesiest burger on 
the menu, plus fries and my husband ordered a veg¬ 
gie burger and a salad. 

Before the waiter left the table I blurted, “That’s 
what girls order!” 

I don’t remember anything of the meal except 
how good that burger tasted, nor do I remember 
what I said until later at home when my husband 
told me how embarrassed he had been. 

Sure I could rationalize it and I was just trying 
to be funny. Maybe my husband was being overly 
sensitive. However, that’s not the point. The point is, 
I embarrassed my husband. 

While researching my book, “When He Doesn’t 
Believe,” I learned a lot about what makes men tick. 
One of the things that has stuck with me is how 
men greatly fear being embarrassed or thought in¬ 
adequate. 

A man constantly measures himself next to the 
“other guy” - like the waiter taking our order. 

Just as a woman’s deepest need is to know she’s

John Gray, au¬

Despite Donald’s failing eye site and Betty’s forgetfulness, the couple wouldn’t 
change a thing. 

“I’d marry her all over, in a heartbeat,” he said, without hesitation. 

Donald’s advice is “to love her or don’t marry her” and work together on every¬ 
thing. 


EMMA AND LEE ROY SIMPSON - 66 YEARS - FEB. 1,1947

When Lee Roy’s Simpson’s car 
broke down on the way to his wedding 
on Feb. 1, 1947, he almost didn’t get 
to begin what would turn out to be 66 
years with wife, Emma. 

“I stopped in Williamstown and ate 
a sandwich, then went on to pick up 
Jouett Faulkner, my best man, and on 
our way, the car quit and it was getting 
pretty close to time for the wedding,” 
Lee Roy said. 

Thankfully, Lee Roy’s cousin, Billy 
Frank Simpson, drove up on the strand¬ 
ed groom and gave him a lift. Billy 
Frank even came back and got the car 
towed to Williamstown so it was ready 
for the honeymoon.

19,1946.” 

Raymond happened to be a neighbor 
of Emma. The men went to Emma’s 
home and asked her father if they could 
take Emma and her sister to the mov¬ 
ies. 

“We were doing the supper dishes 
and daddy said there was some boys to 
see us,” Emma said. 

After finishing the dishes and getting 
ready, the sisters went to the car. 

Emma hopped in next to Lee Roy 
and on Feb. 1, 1947 they were married 
in Emma’s parents’ home in Stewarts- 
ville by Bro. W.M. Wilson of Mt. Zion. 



They had to ride to town with the 
preacher to pick up their car before 
heading off to Indiana. 

The couple has six childen, Caroline 
Kinmon, Cheryl Penick, Bonita Utech, 
Kevin Simpson and Lori Beach. Their 
son, Gordon Simpson, died on Dec. 14, 
2011. 

“I’m a great believer in you get good 
genes from your parents,” said Lee Roy. 
“Clean and pure living, not drinking and 
doing drugs, those will help you have a 
good marriage.” 

The couple has farmed, milked cows 
and worked together as a family. They 
have also gone to church at Mt. Zion 
Baptist for a long time. 

“I married him for life. Neither one 
of us believes in divorce and we dis¬ 
cussed that before we got married. We 
also raised our family in church. When 
our babies were 2 weeks old, they went 
to church,” Emma said. 

“Married life is like a lot of other 
things. There’s hard days, sad days, easy 
days and sunny days and when the days 
get tough, stick with it and be true to 
each other,” Lee Roy said. 


WYLENE AND REB STACEY - 65 YEARS - JAN. 30,1948

Reb and Wylene Sta¬ 
cey met in grade school 
in Tennessee and never 
looked back. 

The Williamstown 
couple has been married 
for 65 years, but they 
have known each other 
even longer. 

“We’ve known each 
other all of our lives,” 

Wylene said. “We were 
in grade school and 
high school together. 

We danced all through 
the 40s. You probably 
couldn’t keep up with 
us.” 

Reb and Wylene be¬ 
gan dating in high school 
shortly before Reb went 
into military service in 
1944. 

As big bands made their way to nearby Nashville, the pair never missed a chance to get 
on the floor and cut a mg. 

The Staceys were united in marriage Jan. 30, 1948, by Rev. Peny in the Lewisburg, 
Tenn. home of Wylene’s mother.

They had been living in Cincinnati, but made Grant County their home permanently 
in 1976. 

Six and a half decades of being together has led to three children, six grandchildren and 
six great grandchildren. 

“We’ve got a great family,” Wylene said. “The best thing you can do is to keep busy 
with all your kids.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

KENTUCKY ESTABLISHING AND ADOPTING THE 
REVISED PRETREATMENT ORDINANCE. 

PENALTIES 

The full text of each section of the Williamstown 
Ordinance No. 2012-04 that imposes fine, penalty, 
forfeiture, tax or fee is as follows: 

6.8 Notice of Violation/Repeat Sampling and Reporting 
If sampling performed by a User indicates a violation, the 
User must notify the Superintendent within twenty-four 
(24) hours of becoming aware of the violation. The User 
shall also repeat the sampling and analysis and submit the 
results of the repeat analysis to [the Superintendent] 
within thirty (30) days after becoming aware of the 
violation. Resampling by the Industrial User is not 
required if the City of Williamstown performs sampling 
at the User’s facility at least once a month, or if the City 
of Williamstown performs sampling at the User between 
the time when the initial sampling was conducted and the 
time when the User or the City of Williamstown receives 
the results of this sampling, or if the City of 
Williamstown has performed the sampling and analysis 
in lieu of the Industrial User. 

6.9 Notification of the Discharge of Hazardous Waste 

A. Any User who commences the discharge of 
hazardous waste shall notify the POTW, the EPA 
Regional Waste Management Division Director, and 
State hazardous waste authorities, in writing, of any 
discharge into the POTW of a substance which, if 
otherwise disposed of, would be a hazardous waste 
under 40 CFR Part 261. Such notification must include 
the name of the hazardous waste as set forth in 40 CFR 
Part 261, the EPA hazardous waste number, and the type 
of discharge (continuous, batch, or other). If the User 
discharges more than one hundred (100) kilograms of 
such waste per calendar month to the POTW, the 
notification also shall contain the following information 
to the extent such information is known and readily 
available to the User: an identification of the hazardous 
constituents contained in the wastes, an estimation of 
the mass and concentration of such constituents in the 
waste-stream discharged during that calendar month, 
and an estimation of the mass of constituents in the 
waste-stream expected to be discharged during the 
following twelve (12) months. All notifications must 
take place no later than one hundred and eighty (180) 
days after the discharge commences. Any notification 
under this paragraph need be submitted only once for 
each hazardous waste discharged. However, 
notifications of changed conditions must be submitted 
under Section 6.5 of this ordinance. The notification 
requirement in this Section does not apply to pollutants 
already reported by Users subject to categorical 
Pretreatment Standards under the self-monitoring 
requirements of Sections 6.1, 6.3, and 6.4 of this 
ordinance. 

B. Dischargers are exempt from the requirements of 
paragraph A, above, during a calendar month in which 
they discharge no more than fifteen (15) kilograms of 
hazardous wastes, unless the wastes are acute hazardous 
wastes as specified in 40 CFR 261.30(d) and 261.33(e). 
Discharge of more than fifteen (15) kilograms of non¬ 
acute hazardous wastes in a calendar month, or of any 
quantity of acute hazardous wastes as specified in 40 
CFR 261.30(d) and 261.33(e), requires a one-time 
notification. Subsequent months during which the User 
discharges more than such quantities of any hazardous 
waste do not require additional notification. 

C. In the case of any new regulations under section 
3001 of RCRA identifying additional characteristics of 
hazardous waste or listing any additional substance as a 
hazardous waste, the User must notify the 
Superintendent, the EPA Regional Waste Management 
Waste Division Director, and State hazardous waste 
authorities of the discharge of such substance within 
ninety (90) days of the effective date of such 
regulations. 

D. In the case of any notification made under this 
Section, the User shall certify that it has a program in 
place to reduce the volume and toxicity of hazardous 
wastes generated to the degree it has determined to be 
economically practical. 

E. This provision does not create a right to discharge 
any substance not otherwise permitted to be discharged 
by this ordinance, a permit issued thereunder, or any 
applicable Federal or State law. 

SECTION 7 - COMPLIANCE MONITORING 

7.1 Right of Entry: Inspection and Sampling 

The Superintendent shall have the right to enter the 
premises of any User to determine whether the User is 
complying with all requirements of this ordinance and 
any individual wastewater discharge permit or order 
issued hereunder. Users shall allow the Superintendent 
ready access to all parts of the premises for the purposes 
of rnspection, sampling, records examination and 
copying, and the performance of any additional duties. 

A. Where a User has security measures in force which 
require proper identification and clearance before entry 
into its premises, the User shall make necessary 
arrangements with its security guards so that, upon 
presentation of suitable identification, the 
Superintendent 

shall be permitted to enter without delay for the 
purposes of performing specific responsibilities. 

B. The Superintendent shall have the right to set up on 
the User’s property, or require installation of, such 
devices as are necessary to conduct sampling and/or 
metering of the User’s operations. 

C. The Superintendent may require the User to install 
monitoring equipment as necessary. The facility’s 
sampling and monitoring equipment shall be maintained 
at all times in a safe and proper operating condition by 
the User at its own expense. All devices used to measure 
wastewater flow and quality shall be calibrated annually 
to ensure their accuracy. 

D. Any temporary or permanent obstruction to safe and 
easy access to the facility to be inspected and/or 
sampled shall be promptly removed by the User at the 
written or verbal request of the Superintendent and shall 
not be replaced. The costs of clearing such access shall 
be borne by the User. 

E. Unreasonable delays in allowing [the Superintendent] 
access to the User’s premises shall be a violation of this 
ordinance. 

7.2 Search Warrants 

If the Superintendent has been refused access to a 
building, structure, or property, or any part thereof, and is 
able to demonstrate probable cause to believe that there 
may be a violation of this ordinance, or that there is a 
need to inspect and/or sample as part of a routine 
inspection and sampling program of the City of 
Williamstown designed to verify compliance with this 
ordinance or any permit or order issued hereunder, or to 
protect the overall public health, safety and welfare of the 
community, the Superintendent may seek issuance of a 
search warrant from the Grant County Courts of 
Williamstown, Kentucky. 

SECTION 10 - ADMINISTRATIVE ENFORCEMENT 
REMEDIES 

10.1 Notification of Violation 

When the Superintendent finds that a User has violated, 
or continues to violate, any provision of this ordinance, 
an individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, the Superintendent may serve upon that 
User a written Notice of Violation. Within 30 days of the 
receipt of such notice, an explanation of the violation and 
a plan for the satisfactory correction and prevention 
thereof, to include specific required actions, shall be 
sub mi tted by the User to the Superintendent. Submission 
of such a plan in no way relieves the User of liability for 
any violations occurring before or after receipt of the 
Notice of Violation. Nothing in this Section shall limit 
the authority of the Superintendent to take any action, 
including emergency actions or any other enforcement 
action, without first issuing a Notice of Violation. 

10.2 Consent Orders 

The Superintendent may enter into Consent Orders, 
assurances of compliance, or other similar documents 
establishing an agreement with any User responsible for 
noncompliance. Such documents shall include specific 
action to be taken by the User to correct the 
noncompliance within a time period specified by the 
document. Such documents shall have the same force and 
effect as the administrative orders issued pursuant to 
Sections 10.4 and 10.5 of this ordinance and shall be 
judicially enforceable. 

10.3 Show Cause Hearing 

The Superintendent may order a User which has violated, 
or continues to violate, any provision of this ordinance, 
an individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, to appear before the Superintendent and 
show cause why the proposed enforcement action should 
not be taken. Notice shall be served on the User 
specifying the time and place for the meeting, the 
proposed enforcement action, the reasons for such action, 
and a request that the User show cause why the proposed 


enforcement action should not be taken. The notice of the 
meeting shall be served personally or by registered or 
certified mail (return receipt requested) at least 45 days 
prior to the hearing. Such notice may be served on any 
Authorized Representative of the User as defined in 
Section 1.4 C and required by Section 4.7 A. A show 
cause hearing shall not be a bar against, or prerequisite 
for, taking any other action against the User. 

10.4 Compliance Orders 

When the Superintendent finds that a User has violated, 
or continues to violate, any provision of this ordinance, 
an individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, the Superintendent may issue an order to 
the User responsible for the discharge directing that the 
User come into compliance within a specified time. If 
the User does not come into compliance within the time 
provided, sewer service may be discontinued unless 
adequate treatment facilities, devices, or other related 
appurtenances are installed and properly operated. 
Compliance orders also may contain other requirements 
to address the noncompliance, including additional self¬ 
monitoring and management practices designed to 
minimize the amount of pollutants discharged to the 
sewer. A compliance order may not extend the deadline 
for compliance established for a Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, nor does a compliance order relieve the 
User of liability for any violation, including any 
continuing violation. Issuance of a compliance order 
shall not be a bar against, or a prerequisite for, taking any 


other action against the User. 

10.5 Cease and Desist Orders 

When the Superintendent finds that a User has violated, 
or continues to violate, any provision of this ordinance, 
an individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, or that the User’s past violations are likely 
to recur, the Superintendent may issue an order to the 
User directing it to cease and desist all such violations 
and directing the User to: 

A. Immediately comply with all requirements; and 

B. Take such appropriate remedial or preventive action 
as may be needed to properly address a continuing or 
threatened violation, including halting operations and/or 
terminating the discharge. Issuance of a cease and desist 
order shall not be a bar against, or a prerequisite for, 
taking any other action against the User. 

10.6 Administrative Fines 

A. When the Superintendent finds that a User has 
violated, or continues to violate, any provision of this 
ordinance, an individual wastewater discharge permit, 
or order issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment 
Standard or Requirement, the Superintendent may fine 
such User in an amount not to exceed $1000.00 and 
each day the violation continues will constitute a 
separate offense. Such fines shall be assessed on a per- 
violation, per-day basis. In the case of monthly or other 
long-term average discharge limits, fines shall be 
assessed for each day during the period of violation. 

B. Unpaid charges, fines, and penalties shall, after 30 
calendar days, be assessed an additional penalty of 
twelve percent (12%) the legal rate of the unpaid 
balance, and interest shall accrue thereafter at a rate 
twelve percent (12%) per month the legal rate. A lien 
against the User’s property shall be sought for unpaid 
charges, fines, and penalties. 

C. Users desiring to dispute such fines must file a 
written request for the Superintendent to reconsider the 
fine along with full payment of the fine amount within 
30 days of being notified of the fine. Where a request 
has merit, the Superintendent may convene a hearing on 
the matter. In the event the User’s appeal is successful, 
the payment, together with any interest accruing thereto, 
shall be returned to the User. The Superintendent may 
add the costs of preparing administrative enforcement 
actions, such as notices ana orders, to the fine. 

D. Issuance of an administrative fine shall not be a bar 
against, or a prerequisite for, taking any other action 
against the User. 

10.7 Emergency Suspensions 

The Superintendent may immediately suspend a User’s 
discharge, after i nf ormal notice to the User, whenever 
such suspension is necessary to stop an actual or 
threatened discharge, which reasonably appears to 
present, or cause an imminent or substantial 
endangerment to the health or welfare of persons. The 
Superintendent may also immediately suspend a User’s 
discharge, after notice and opportunity to respond, that 
threatens to interfere with the operation of the POTW, or 
which presents, or may present, an endangerment to the 
environment. 

A. Any User notified of a suspension of its discharge 
shall immediately stop or eliminate its contribution. In 
the event of a User’s failure to immediately comply 
voluntarily with the suspension order, the 
Superintendent may take such steps as deemed 
necessary, including immediate severance of the sewer 
connection, to prevent or minimize damage to the 
POTW, its receiving stream, or endangerment to any 
individuals. The Superintendent may allow the User to 
reco mm ence its discharge when the User has 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
that the period of endangerment has passed, unless the 
termination proceedings in Section 10.8 of this 
ordinance are initiated against the User. 

B. A User that is responsible, in whole or in part, for any 
discharge presenting imminent endangerment shall 
submit a detailed written statement, describing the 
causes of the harmful contribution and the measures 
taken to prevent any future occurrence, to the 
Superintendent prior to the date of any show cause or 
termination hearing under Sections 10.3 or 10.8 of this 
ordinance. 

Nothing in this Section shall be interpreted as requiring a 
hearing prior to any Emergency Suspension under this 
Section. 

10.8 Ter mi nation of Discharge 

In addition to the provisions in Section 5.6 of this 
ordinance, any User who violates the following 
conditions is subject to discharge termination: 

A. Violation of individual wastewater discharge permit 
conditions; 

B. Failure to accurately report the wastewater 
constituents and characteristics of its discharge; 

C. Failure to report significant changes in operations or 
wastewater volume, constituents, and characteristics 
prior to discharge; 

D. Refusal of reasonable access to the User’s premises 
for the purpose of inspection, monitoring, or sampling; 


E. Violation of the Pretreatment Standards in Section 2 
of this ordinance. 

Such User will be notified of the proposed termination of 
its discharge and be offered an opportunity to show cause 
under Section 10.3 of this ordinance why the proposed 
action should not be taken. Exercise of this option by the 
Superintendent shall not be a bar to, or a prerequisite for, 
taking any other action against the User. 

SECTION 11 - JUDICIAL ENFORCEMENT 

REMEDIES 

11.1 Injunctive Relief 

When the Superintendent finds that a User has violated, 
or continues to violate, any provision of this ordinance, 
an individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement, the Superintendent may petition the Grant 
County Courts through the City of Williamstown’s 
Attorney for the issuance of a temporary or permanent 
injunction, as appropriate, which restrains or compels the 
specific performance of the individual wastewater 
discharge permit, order, or other requirement imposed by 
this ordinance on activities of the User. The 
Superintendent may also seek such other action as is 
appropriate for legal and/or equitable relief, including a 
requirement for the User to conduct environmental 
remediation. A petition for injunctive relief shall not be a 
bar against, or a prerequisite for, taking any other action 
against a User. 

11.2 Civil Penalties 

A. A User who has violated, or continues to violate, any 
provision of this ordinance, an individual wastewater 
discharge permit, or order issued hereunder, or any other 
Pretreatment Standard or Requirement shall be liable to 
the City of Williamstown for a maximum civil penalty 
of $1 ,000.00 per violation, per day. In the case of a 
monthly or other long-term average discharge limit, 
penalties shall accrue for each day during the period of 
the violation. 

B. The Superintendent may recover reasonable 
attorneys’ fees, court costs, and other expenses 
associated with enforcement activities, including 
sampling and monitoring expenses, and the cost of any 
actual damages incurred by the City of Williamstown. 

C. In determining the amount of civil liability, the Court 
shall take into account all relevant circumstances, 
including, but not limited to, the extent of harm caused 
by the violation, the magnitude and duration of the 
violation, any econo mi c benefit gained through the 
User’s violation, corrective actions by the User, the 
compliance history of the User, and any other factor as 
justice requires. 

D. Filing a suit for civil penalties shall not be a bar 
against, or a prerequisite for, taking any other action 
against a User. 

11.3 Criminal Prosecution 

A. A User who willfully or negligently violates any 
provision of this ordinance, an individual wastewater 
discharge permit, or order issued hereunder, or any other 
Pretreatment Standard or Requirement shall, upon 
conviction, be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500.00 per violation, per day, or 
imprisonment for not less than ninety (90) days but not 
more than one (1) year, or both. 

B. A User who willfully or negligently introduces any 
substance into the POTW which causes personal injury 
or property damage shall, upon conviction, be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and be subject to a penalty of at least 
$500.00, or be subject to imprisonment for not less than 
ninety (90) days but not more than one (1) year, or both. 
This penalty shall be in addition to any other cause of 
action for personal injury or property damage available 
under State law. 

C. A User who knowingly makes any false statements, 
representations, or certifications in any application, 
record, report, plan, or other documentation filed, or 
required to be maintained, pursuant to this ordinance, 
individual wastewater discharge permit, or order issued 
hereunder, or who falsifies, tampers with, or knowingly 
renders inaccurate any monitoring device or method 
required under this ordinance shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not more than $500.00 per 
violation, per day, or imprisonment for not less than 
ninety (90) days but not more than one (1) year, or both. 

D. In the event of a second conviction, a User shall be 
guilty of a Class D felony and be subject to 
imprisonment for a time period of at least one (1) year 
but not more than five (5) years. 

11.4 Remedies Nonexclusive 

The remedies provided for in this ordinance are not 
exclusive. The Superintendent may take any, all, or any 
combination of these actions against a noncompliant 
User. Enforcement of pretreatment violations will 
generally be in accordance with the City of 
Williamstown’s enforcement response plan. However, 
the Superintendent may take other action against any 
User when the circumstances warrant. Further, the 
Superintendent is empowered to take more than one 
enforcement action against any noncompliant User. 
SECTION 12 - SUPPLEMENTAL ENFORCEMENT 
ACTION 

12.1 Performance Bonds 

The Superintendent may decline to issue or reissue an 
individual wastewater discharge permit to any User who 
has failed to comply with any provision of this ordinance, 
a previous individual wastewater discharge permit, or 
order issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment 
Standard or Requirement, unless such User first files a 
satisfactory bond, payable to the City of Williamstown, 
in a sum not to exceed a value determined by the 
Superintendent to be necessary to achieve consistent 
compliance. 

12.2 Liability Insurance 

The Superintendent may decline to issue or reissue an 
individual wastewater discharge to any User who has 
failed to comply with any provision of this ordinance, a 
previous individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
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Requirement, unless the User first submits proof that it 
has obtained financial assurances sufficient to restore or 
repair damage to the POTW caused by its discharge. 

12.3 Payment of Outstanding Fees and Penalties 

The Superintendent may decline to issue or reissue an 
individual wastewater discharge permit to any User who 
has failed to pay any outstanding fees, fines or penalties 
incurred as a result of any provision of this ordinance, a 
previous individual wastewater discharge permit, or order 
issued hereunder. 

12.4 Water Supply Severance 

Whenever a User has violated or continues to violate any 
provision of this ordinance, an individual wastewater 
discharge permit, or order issued hereunder, or any other 
Pretreatment Standard or Requirement, water service to 
the User may be severed. Service will recommence, at 
the User’s expense, only after the User has satisfactorily 
demonstrated its ability to comply. 

12.5 Public Nuisances 

A violation of any provision of this ordinance, an 
individual wastewater discharge permit, or order issued 
hereunder, or any other Pretreatment Standard or 
Requirement is hereby declared a public nuisance and 
shall be corrected or abated as directed by the 
Superintendent. Any person(s) creating a public nuisance 
shall be subject to the provisions of Williamstown Code 
of Ordinances Chapter 92 governing such nuisances, 
including reimbursing the City of Williamstown for any 
costs incurred in removing, abating, or remedying said 
nuisance. 

12.6 Contractor Listing 

Users which have not achieved compliance with 
applicable Pretreatment Standards and Requirements are 
not eligible to receive a contractual award for the sale of 
goods or services to the City of Williamstown. Existing 
contracts for the sale of goods or services to the City of 
Williamstown held by a User found to be in Significant 
Noncompliance with Pre treatment Standards or 
Requirements may be terminated at the discretion of the 
Superintendent. 

SECTION 13 - AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSES TO 
DISCHARGE VIOLATIONS 

13.1 Upset 

A. For the purposes of this Section, upset means an 
exceptional incident in which there is unintentional and 
temporary noncompliance with categorical Pretreatment 
Standards because of factors beyond the reasonable 
control of the User. An upset does not include 
noncompliance to the extent caused by operational 
error, improperly designed treatment facilities, 
inadequate treatment facilities, lack of preventive 
maintenance, or careless or improper operation. 

B. An upset shall constitute an affirmative defense to an 
action brought for noncompliance with categorical 
Pretreatment Standards if the requirements of paragraph 
(C), below, are met. 

C. A User who wishes to establish the affirmative 
defense of upset shall demonstrate, through properly 
signed, contemporaneous operating logs, or other 
relevant evidence that: 

(1) An upset occurred and the User can identify the 
cause(s) of the upset; 

(2) The facility was at the time being operated in a 
prudent and workman-like manner and in compliance 
with applicable operation and maintenance 
procedures; and 

(3) The User has submitted the following i nf ormation 
to the Superintendent] within twenty-four (24) hours 
of becoming aware of the upset [if this information is 
provided orally, a written submission must be 
provided within five (5) days: 

(a) A description of the indirect discharge and cause of 
noncompliance; 

(b) The period of noncompliance, including exact 
dates and times or, if not corrected, the anticipated 
time the noncompliance is expected to continue; and 

(c) Steps being taken and/or planned to reduce, 
eliminate, and prevent recurrence of the 
noncompliance. 

D. In any enforcement proceeding, the User seeking to 
establish the occurrence of an upset shall have the 
burden of proof. 

E. Users shall have the opportunity for a judicial 
determination on any claim of upset only in an 
enforcement action brought for noncompliance with 
categorical Pretreatment Standards. 

F. Users shall control production of all discharges to the 
extent necessary to maintain compliance with 
categorical Pretreatment Standards upon reduction, loss, 
or failure of its treatment facility until the facility is 
restored or an alternative method of treatment is 
provided. This requirement applies in the situation 
where, among other things, the primary source of power 
of the treatment facility is reduced, lost, or fails. 

13.2 Prohibited Discharge Standards 

A User shall have an affirmative defense to an 
enforcement action brought against it for noncompliance 
with the general prohibitions in Section 2.1 (A) of this 
ordinance or the specific prohibitions in Sections 2.1 (B) 
(3) through the City of this ordinance if it can prove that 
it did not know, or have reason to know, that its 
discharge, alone or in conjunction with discharges from 
other sources, would cause Pass Through or Interference 
and that either: 

A. A Local Limit exists for each pollutant discharged 
and the User was in compliance with each limit directly 
prior to, and during, the Pass Through or Interference; 


B. No Local Limit exists, but the discharge did not 
change substantially in nature or constituents from the 
User s prior discharge when the City was regularly in 
compliance with its NPDES permit, and in the case of 
Interference, was in compliance with applicable sludge 
use or disposal requirements. 

13.3 Bypass 

A. For the purposes of this Section, 

(1) Bypass means the intentional diversion of waste 
streams from any portion of a User’s treatment facility. 

(2) Severe property damage means substantial 
physical damage to property, damage to the treatment 
facilities which causes them to become inoperable, or 
substantial and permanent loss of natural resources 
which can reasonably be expected to occur in the 
absence of a bypass. Severe property damage does not 
mean economic loss caused by delays in production. 

B. A User may allow any bypass to occur which does 
not cause Pretreatment Standards or Requirements to be 
violated, but only if it also is for essential maintenance 
to assure efficient operation. These bypasses are not 
subject to the provision of paragraphs (C) and (0) of this 
Section. 

C. Bypass Notifications 

(1) If a User knows in advance of the need for a 
bypass, it shall submit prior notice to the 
Superintendent, at least ten (10) days before the date 
of the bypass, if possible. 

(2) A User shall submit oral notice to the 
Superintendent of an unanticipated bypass that 
exceeds applicable Pretreatment Standards within 
twenty-four (24) hours from the time it becomes aware 
of the bypass. A written submission shall also be 
provided within five (5) days of the time the User 
becomes aware of the bypass. The written submission 
shall contain a description of the bypass and its cause; 
the duration of the bypass, including exact dates and 
times, and, if the bypass has not been corrected, the 
anticipated time it is expected to continue; and steps 
taken or planned to reduce, eliminate, and prevent 
reoccurrence of the bypass. The Superintendent may 
waive the written report on a case-by-case basis if the 
oral report has been received within twenty-four (24) 
hours. 

D. Bypass 

(1) Bypass is prohibited, and the Superintendent may 
take an enforcement action against a User for a bypass, 
unless 

(a) Bypass was unavoidable to prevent loss of life, 
personal injury, or severe property damage; 

(b) There were no feasible alternatives to the bypass, 
such as the use of auxiliary treatment facilities, 
retention of untreated wastes, or maintenance during 
normal periods of equipment downtime. This 
condition is not satisfied if adequate backup 
equipment should have been installed in the exercise 
of reasonable engineering judgment to prevent a 
bypass which occurred during normal periods of 
equipment downtime or preventive maintenance; and 

(c) The User submitted notices as required under 
paragraph (C) of this section. 

(2) The Superintendent may approve an anticipated 
bypass, after considering its adverse effects, if the 
Superintendent determines that it will meet the three 
conditions listed in paragraph (D)(1) of this Section. 

SECTION 15 - MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 
15.1 Pretreatment Charges and Fees 
The City of Williamstown may adopt reasonable fees for 
reimbursement of costs of setting up and operating the 
City of Williamstown’s Pretreatment Program, which 
may include: 

A. Fees for wastewater discharge permit applications 
including the cost of processing such applications; 

B. Fees for monitoring, inspection, and surveillance 
procedures including the cost of collection and 
analyzing a User’s discharge, and reviewing monitoring 
reports and 

certification statements submitted by Users; 

C. Fees for reviewing and responding to accidental 
discharge procedures and construction; 

D. Fees for filing appeals; 

E. Fees to recover administrative and legal costs (not 
included in Section 15.1 B) associated with the 
enforcement activity taken by the Superintendent to 
address IU noncompliance; and 

F. Other fees as the City of Williamstown may deem 
necessary to carry out the requirements contained 
herein. These fees relate solely to the matters covered by 
this ordinance and are separate from all other fees, fines, 
and penalties chargeable by the City of Williamstown.

Now, Griffith is using his wealth of knowl¬ 
edge as part of a 17-member Child Fatality and 
Near Fatality External Review Panel created by 
executive order by Gov. Steve Beshear. 

“The death of any child by maltreatment is a 
tragic occurrence and demands in-depth study 
and review,” said Griffith, who was selected by 
the attorney general. “The ultimate goal of the 
panel is prevention. It is my hope the informa¬ 
tion gathered through case reviews will result 
in identification of strategies leading to broad 
system improvements and implementation of 
model programs to minimize risk to all chil¬ 
dren.” 

The panel will ensure that state agencies 
meet the policies and standards expected in 
cases of child abuse and neglect. 

Based on case reviews, the group will rec¬ 
ommend improvements to the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services, the Department 
for Community Based Services and to any oth¬ 
er public or private agencies involved with the 
family relating to protocols, practice, training or 
other protections to keep children safe. 

The panel will also publish an annual report 
of case reviews, findings and recommenda¬ 
tions that will be submitted to the governor, 
the CHFS Secretaiy, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court and the General Assembly and 
will be available to the public on the websites 
of both the Justice and Public Safety Cabinet 
and CHFS. 

The panel has met twice so far and is re¬ 
quired to meet at least eveiy three months. 

However, Griffith said the members are 
scheduled to meet eveiy other month for the 
next several meetings and much of the work by 
panel members is done outside of meetings. 

In December, panel members received 48 
copies of case records from the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services. 

“There are literally thousands of pages of 
records to review,” Griffith said. “The panel 
members will read these cases in their entire¬ 
ty and come to meetings prepared to discuss 
their findings.” 

One issue the panel has mn into has been 
trying to read and understand case files that 
have been redacted, limiting the scope of the 
panel’s review. 

“If the panel only has records the Cabinet 
has authority to release, then the panel cannot 
look at the whole system,” Griffith said. “It 
is important to remember that many people 
and agencies have contact with a child and 
the family prior to a child death or near death. 
Ideally, the panel will have access to records 
from any agency having had contact with the 
child or family prior to the incident.” 

Prevent Child Abuse Kentucky, in part¬ 
nership with other advocacy groups, have 



been advocating for legislation that Griffith 
said would ideally provide the legal author¬ 
ity for the panel to view the complete record 
involving any case of child death or near 
death in which maltreatment is the suspected 
cause. 

“While redaction has at times made the 
panel’s work more challenging, there is 
much that can be learned from the records 
already released to the panel,” Griffith said. 
“Critically important trends and opportuni¬ 
ties for systems improvement have already 
be identified.” 

Because the executive order by the gov¬ 
ernor limits the time of the panel, the group 
also is hoping for legislation to be passed this 
session to make the panel permanent. 

Rep. Tom Burch, D-Louisville, has filed 
House Bill 290 that would statutorily estab¬ 
lish the Child Fatality and Near Fatality Re¬ 
view Panel. 

The bill passed out of the House Health 
and Welfare Committee last week after Grif¬ 
fith and several other members of the panel 
testified in support of the legislation. 

While much of his career has been fo¬ 
cused on responding to the aftermath of child 
abuse and neglect, Griffith said more effort 
needs to be put into prevention, a goal the 
panel can achieve. 

“Child abuse is preventable,” he said. 
“We know these type of panels have been 
established in other states, and system im¬ 
provements occur. We cannot let a child die, 
or nearly die, without engaging in a thorough, 
multidisciplinary process to find out how this 
could have been prevented. These innocent 
child victims deserve no less.”
